Casualties in Gaza, 
Israel mounting 



Another day of loud booms and deadly 
weaponry plummeting from the sky 
wracked Israel and Gaza on Sunday 
with fresh casualties reported on both 
sides of a conflict that international 
leaders have scrambled to end. 

Rescuers pulled the bloodied bod- 
ies of children from the wreckage of 
a Gaza home Sunday after an Israeli 
airstrike, which Israel said killed a 
top Hamas militant. Earlier, a rocket 
launched from Gaza struck a car in the 
Israeli town of Ofakim, injuring an un- 
specified number of people, the Israel 
Defense Forces reported. Another hit 
a woman’s carport while she was inside 
her house in Ashkelon. It was the lat- 
est violence in what has become a daily 
nightmare for millions in the region. 

The fighting puts Gaza’s 1.7 mil- 
lion residents and millions of Israelis 
in harm’s way and threatens to cause 
“huge” upheaval in the region, accord- 
ing to Tony Blair, envoy for the Middle 
East Quartet. Egypt and France were 
attempting to broker a cease-fire, and 
an Israeli special envoy was in Egypt 
for talks late Sunday the Egyptian gov- 
ernment said. 


“War can be avoided. War must be 
avoided,” French Foreign Minister 
Laurent Fabius said after meeting with 
Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Ne- 
tanyahu on Sunday 

But the two sides in the conflict 
showed no signs of slowing their at- 
tacks. Fresh sirens sounded Sunday in 
Tel Aviv, where Israel reported Sunday 


that its Iron Dome missile-defense sys- 
tem had knocked down a rocket attack 
from Gaza. 

The U.S. and several European coun- 
tries have put the brunt of the blame 
for the current crisis on Hamas, saying 
Israel has a right to protect itself Arab 
and Muslim nations, meanwhile, have 
accused Israel of being the aggressor.

Organizers typically host 
a race to raise money for a 
charity or awareness of an 
organization while tying in 
a fun factor to get people 
psyched. 

For example, Fleet Feet’s 
Elvis is Alive 5K adds a dose 
of goof i ness to a race, and 
the women’s half marathon 
commemorates Title IX 
legislation. 

The registration fee runners 
pay is based on amenities 
for the athletes and defrays 
the expense of staging the 
race. Organizers also rely on 
corporate sponsorships to 
make financial contributions 
or in-kind donations to help 
underwrite the cost. 

But bigger isn’t always 
better. More runners mean 
race expenses grow and the 
overall experience could 
suffer.

Organizers consider staging 
the race along the lakefront 
path or on city streets. They 
also take into account other 
events planned for that day 
that are competing for city 
resources. 

If the race will be held on 
the lakefront path or the finish 
area is in a park, the Chicago 
Park District requires a special 
event permit and sets a daily 
rental fee depending on the 
number of participants. 

If races are held on city 
streets, separate city permits 
are required and costs rise 
because organizers will be 
charged for barricades and for 
Chicago police or other aides 
to direct traffic. Organizers 
must obtain a temporary 
food license and special event 
liquor license if they plan to 
serve beer or food.

Hours-long lines at packet pickup. Lackluster goodie bags. Unorganized 
gear check. Overcrowded race course. Shortage of water at aid stations. 

On a weekend when runners are focused on burning calories from tur- 
key, stuffing and pie, the last thing they want to think about are hiccups 
that can ruin a Thanksgiving workout. 

Just because the lakefront isn’t jammed with runners doesn’t mean it’s 
not race season. In fact, Chicago will host at least four Turkey Trot races 
during the long weekend. 

Which means organizers never really get a break. They always have 


to be on their toes behind the scenes, attending to nitty-gritty planning 
months ahead of time so the races run smoothly 

With more than 300 organizations requesting permits to hold athletic 
events in Chicago this year, races are a big business. Thousands of dollars 
and hundreds of hours of planning go into holding those races, which 
count more than 600,000 participants, according to the city’s Depart- 
ment of Cultural Affairs and Special Events. The department acts as a 
go-between for getting the city’s approval to allow the races. 

“The easy part is the day of the event. ... The six to eight months of 
planning is where all the work goes, and that doesn’t seem visible to run- 
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Work out logistics 

In addition to permits, there’s other paperwork involved, including proper insur- 
ance, setting up a security plan and designing a race-day site map. Also needed: 
plans for noise control, trash removal and recycling (required at all events on 
Park District property). Perhaps most importantly, race organizers need to set up 
on-site medical services. Often, a private ambulance company is hired to treat 
runners for injuries or dehydration, or respond to medical emergencies. 




Meet with city officials 

City officials including the local aldermen, CTA and public safety 
departments weigh in on safety and traffic plans. They talk about 
traffic congestion, road construction and any re-routes of CTA buses 
due to street closures. Also up for discussion is which streets will be 
closed and for how long so public safety agencies know how to navi- 
gate the city during the event.

Former Bears coach Mike Ditka has been re- 
leased from the hospital, ESPN said Sunday: 

Ditka, who works as an NFL analyst for 
ESPN, was hospitalized Friday for what 
he said doctors described as “a very minor 
stroke.” An ESPN senior producer said Sun- 
day via Twitter that Ditka received the OK 


from doctors to return home.

But he’s the kind of guy who’s going to 
say what’s on his mind, say how he feels, and 
that’s who he is. 

The funniest story I have {about Harbaugh] 
is when they used to bring in receivers and quar- 
terbacks, he would go out and do the workouts 
with the quarterbacks. Or he would throw to 
the receivers. Just watching him do that, you 
can tell he stiU misses playing the game. 

Is that unusual? I saw Lovie in shorts two days 
ago. Does he get out there? 

Lovie gets out there, but he’s not throwing the 
balls or running and tackling guys. Harbaugh,

Eat up: Bourdain takes a Chicago ^Layover’ 


“In a town where 
everything is great, 
the/re most famous 
for something that 
sucks,” the chef says 
in the Season 2 open- 
er of “The Layover” 
on Travel Channel. 

It’s obvious we’re not going to change his 
mind about the pizza (or O’Hare, which he 
calls “one of the great airport {bleep} shows on 
the planet”), but Bourdain found plenty of en- 
joyable food, drink and things to do during his 
trip to the city which was filmed here in July 
Bourdain cruised around the city’s neigh- 
borhoods in a rented Cadillac, a “big-ass, 
gas-guzzling, made-in- America car” which is 
needed, he says, in a city that does everything 
big. During 43 hours in the city Bourdain 
visited off-the-beaten-path places and well- 
known spots, and let locals do much of the 
talking. (Minor complaint: I wish they were 
identified onscreen.) 

His colorful commentary which fits in 
with the no-BS Chicago aesthetic he men- 
tions in the show, makes “The Layover” more 
than just a snoozy travelogue. He calls the 


decor at Simon’s “mid-period Viking” and 
says walking into the Andersonville bar feels 
like getting “a big, boozy hug from Pippi 
Longs tocking.” He praises the “non-douchey 
crowd” at Green Mill Cocktail Lounge and 
notices “a lot of [bleeping] cooks” at Stepha- 
nie Izard’s Girl and the Goat. 

Other stops on his bar crawl included The 
Hideout, Billy Goat Tavern and Old Town Ale 
House, where he chatted up Bruce Cameron 
Elliott about his paintings on the walls, the 
opera on the jukebox and other topics not fit 
for a newspaper. At L&L Tavern in Wrig- 
leyville, he sampled the locally made Malort 
(big fail for not showing us his Malort face). 

The host also ate at The Doughnut Vault, 
Johnnie’s Beef, Jimmy’s Red Hots, Publi- 
can Quality Meats and Publican, where he 
discussed Chicago political corruption with 
Tribune reporter Mark Caro, who mentioned 
the fries they eat may not be good for choles- 
terol counts. “I took my Lipitor today” cracks 
Bourdain, who doesn’t seem too worried 
about the healthfulness of his food choices. 

As for Chicago’s cultural scene, Bourdain 
mentioned some popular tourist stops like 
the Art Institute, but he chose to visit a more 
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esoteric option, the Museum of Surgical 
Science, where he asked to see the trephining 
kits. Trephining, we learn, is an old surgery 
in which a doctor drills a hole in your skull to 
relieve pressure on the brain. 

Not surprisingly Bourdain’s tour of Chi- 
cago offers better ways to cure what ails you.
